a) PA RHU - Pari Hi is Baron Uigi Parrilli, an important Italian indus- 
trialist with former Fascist connections, who initiated tha surrandar nego- 
tiations with OSS representative* in Switzerland. Be was tha prominent 
figure throughout the negotiations in establishing and malntal n\ ng contact 
between General Wolff and OSS. * 

b) DOLL— - Dollmanr Is Eugenio Doll nun, formerly a SS Standartenfuehrer 
and for— r aide of General Wolff. He, according to a GXSDIC intarrogatl on 
report dated 20 August 19U6, after conreraatlons with General Pohl and Own- 
er al Wolff, opened negotiations for an armistice in December 19U* whan ha 
started conversations with Baron Parrilli, above referred to* Poll— first 
discussed negotiations with General Pohl in July 19UU and agreed with General 
Pohl that ha would discuss the matter with General Wolff, which discussion 
took place in December 19UU. 

The above is from Dollaann' s own statement in his Interrogation. 1 Tbs report 
of Hr. Dulles, who handled the negotiations with- Qe nerajyfo ^ff \ and his aides, 
indicates that after the Initial contact by Baron ParriHl, PoUian appeared, 
representing Qeneral Wolff, to initiate surrender talks. At that tins he was 
given the names of two prominent prisoners whoa the Oerwans ware holding and 
whom we desired to be released as evidence of good faith. This was dons. 
Dollaann also went to ftvitsarland with Wolff on more than one occasion in con- 
nection with the surrender talks. Wolff, in his statement of the sur render 
negotiations which appear* in Hr. Dulles' report, states how DoUmazm carried 
out on 23 April 19U5 a mission from Wolff to Kesselring to oa0fcata the broad 
outlines of the surrender nego&tlons. Dollaann was sent due to the fact that 
"I had sent his* and ay old confidants S3 Standartenfuehrer Poll— n and Staff 

Doctor Nleson It thus appears that Doll— did actively participate 

in the surrender negotiations at no snail risk to himself. 

c) WERNER - Wanner is Eugene Wanner, fornerly a SS Sturabannfuehrar . He, too, 
according to Hr. Dulles 1 report, was an aide of General Wolff and accompanied 
Wolff on soma of hie tripe to Switzerland in connection with the surrender 
negotiations. Wanner was the German officer authorised by Qeneral Wolff to 
represent him In the final surrender negotiations which started at Caeerta on 
26 April 191*5 and ended with the signing of the surrender on 29 April 191*5, 

/"Wanner signing for Wolff. It thus appears that Wanner did participate in the 

' surrender negotiations at no small risk to himself. 

2. We have no Information that Hr. Dulles made any promises or commit— mts 
to Doll— m or Wanner, nor do we have any Information as to whether Hus smarm 
and Parrilli made any such commitments. Hus— arm was connected with Hr. Dulles 
in so— of the connections in Switzerland. Parrilli, of course, would have no 
authority to have made any cocmd tenants blndj ng upon the Allies. Whether or not 
binding commitments were made to Dollmann and Wanner, it seems that we owe 
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
